THE CUMBERLAND FIRE. 


On hearing an account of the great 


fire in Cumberland in 1S33 in which a 
considerable part of the town was 
burned, the citizens of Bedford held a 
meeting" in the courthouse for the pur- 
pose of securing relief for the sufferers. 
Dr. William Watson was made presi- 
dent, 
Jacob 
Bonnett 
and 
Peter 


Schell, vice-president and Jacob .Mann 
and James M. Russell, secretaries. A 
committee of twelve was appointed to 
call on the citizens, consisting of Xich 
olas Lyons, Dr. John H. Hopkins, Dan- 
iel Shuck, Daniel Grouse, Thomas I. 
Bonnett, Charles McDowell, William 
Reynolds, Thomas B. McEhvee, Solo- 
mon Reimund, 
John 
Young and 


bamuel Brown. The committee went 
to Cumberland with S300 in money and 
§-00 in provisions. 


The citizens also held a meeting and 


raised some money to send to the suf- 
ferers of Cape De Verde island, v.hich 
was swept with a tremendous tidal 
wave, March IS, 1S33. They also held 
a meeting in March, 1S33, in aid of the 
Philadelphia Bible society who pro- 
poued to furnish a copy of the sacred 
scriptures to every destitute family in 
Bedford county. A. J. Cline, secretary. 


In 1333 the Philadelphia papers pub- 


lished a riport that the cholera was 
prevailing at Bedford. A denial of 
this statement was published in the 
Bedford papers. But I remember ver}' 
well that Mr. Brown, the agent of one 
of the stage companies T.vas brought to 
Bedford alter he had been taken sick 
at Chambersburg, and he died of the 
cholera the next day in the house now 
occupied by Jeremiah Blymyer, then 
occupied by William Piper. And later, 
in the fifties I think, a Miss Dively was 
brought here with the cholera which 
was contracted '.n Chambcfsburg and 
she died the next day in the house now 
occupied by Morselle Anderson. These 
were the only eases in Bedford. 


LAIVJiEXCE TALLIAFERRO, 


Maj. Lawrence Talliaferro was a 


Virginian by birth and for many years 
was Indian agent at Fovt Dod^e. On 
t\\ o different occasions he brought 
some twenty full blooded Indians with 
their paint, feathers, tawdry and weap- 
ons of war in two stage coaches to the 
Washington hotel in Bedford on their 
\\tiy to see the "Great Father," the 
president of the 
United States, at 


Washington to lay before him their 
grievances and their desires. 
Imme- 


diately on their arrival the Indians 
jumped out of the coaches and ran 
down the steep hill back of the hotel, 
across the river and up Anderson's hill 
to gather their favorite smoking bark, 
called by them "kinikannich." Some 
people from the country were on the 
road coming into town and when they 
got sight of the Indians they very nat- 
urally thought of the savage Indians, 
during the Indian war and they were 
perfectly paralyzed. They stood still, 
fearing either to go backward or for- 
ward until the Indians passed them 
without any attempt to injure them— 
then they came into town and laughed 
heartily over their great fright. 


Major Talliaferro finally resigned the 


position of Indian agent, and having 
married Miss Eliza Dillon, of Bedford, 
he settled here and built the fine resi- 
dence now owned by Attorney B. D. 
Tate on Penn and Richard streets. 
Major Talliaferro was every inch a sol- 
dier as well as a model citizen and a 
most courteous gentleman. He was 
also a zealous and consistent Christian. 
He served as treasurer of the county. 


THE MOOX INHABITED. 


The vast holdings of Robert Morris 


in mountain land and unlocated land 
warrants in Bedford and adjoining 
counties were levied upon and sold in 
Pittsburg by the United States mar- 
shal about 1S30 ami were purchased 
by Abraham Kerns 
* nd Samuel M 


Barclay, who, under tne sale acquired 
the title to these lauds and unlocated 
land warrants. These unlocated land 
warrants were good ia case any vacant 
land could be found onwhicti to locate 
them. In consequence of this fact 
Mr. Kerns for many years was busily 
engaged in hunting ^acant lands on 
which to locate these warrants. 


Just about this time the Xew York 


Situ announced the sensational discov- 
ery that the moon was inhabited. Col. 
John Piper, of Bedford, who was quite 
a wag declared that he did not believe 
the stor\\ On being pressed for his 
reason he said he did not believe it be- 
cause if it were true that the moon was 
inhabited Abraham Kerns would have 
been up there years ago hunting for 
vacant land on which to locate hia land 
warrants. 


A BLOODLESS DUEL. 


John A. Blodgett and Capt. Thomas 


McElwee were both from Philadelphia 
and they were both admitted to the 
Bedford Bar in 
Mr. Blodgett 


was a great wit while Captain McEhvee 
was a stern man. Unfortunately he 
had an irascible and ungovernable 
temper. For some trivial pun or per- 
haps for some imaginary insult offered 
him by Mr. Blodgett he sent him a 
challenge to fight a duel with pistols 
at Cumberland, Md., which was some 
30 miles from Bedford. Mr. Blodgett 
upon the reception of the challenge, in 
his waggish way sent a formal declina- 
tion to accept the challenge for the 
reason that he had no horse to carry 
him to Cumberland and that he could 
not walk there. lie, therefore, very 
politely suggested to Captain McEhvee 
the ^propriety 
of challenging 
Dr. 


Francis B. Barclay who owned three 
horses. Tt is said that Captain Mc- 
Elwee railed violently but finally cool- 
ed down for no more was ever heard 
about the duel. The reply to the chal- 
lenge was both original and effective 
and proved that wit was mightier than 
the pistol. 


THE KERNEL AND THE SHELL, 


In 1346 Francis Jordan and William 


P. Schell, soon after their admission to 
the Bedford bar, formed a partnership 
and inserted this notice in the Bedford 
newspapers: 


JORDAN AND SCHELL, 


Attorneys-at-Law 


President Judge Jeremiah Black soon 


after reading the notice met Mr. Jor- 
dan and asked him, '-Are you a kernel 
(colonel)?" .Mr. Jordan, not quite un 
derstanding the question, 
hesitated 


what be should say, but the judge very 
quickly said, "You must certainly be a 
kernel (colonel) for I see you have a 
shell (Sehell.p Some years afterward 
ilr. Jordan, during the civil war, was 
appointed pay master with the rank of 
colonel but his partner remained a 
Scliell all his life. 


While John A. Blodgett was not a 


great lawyer he was a fine writer and 
a very fluent speaker. But his great 
forte was m puns and witticisms—in 
fact_he sometimes ran wild in this di- 
rection. The following are specimens 
of his puns: 


On one occasion a garden thief at- 


tempted to rob Mr. Blodgett's garden 
and just as the thief had picked up 
some of his muskmelons and was leav- 
ing the garden Mr. Blodgett caught 
him by the throat and yelled you 
can't-e-lope (canta-loupe.) On another 
occasion Mr. Blodgett was stopped in 
front of his office by another member 
of the bar whom he exceedingly dis- 
liked. 
Just then I happened to be 


going by and at the same time a far- 
mer came up with a basket of turnips 
and asked him to buy some. At this 
question the other gentleman took his 
departure and then Mr. Blodgett, turn- 
ing to me, exclaimed, "I despise that 


man and I was just hoping that some- 
thing would turn, up to make him 
leave." 


A Mr. Barley, a farmer in Bedford 


township, obtained a warrant from 
the land office for a small tract of land 
adjoining his farm which he claimed 
was vacant, but it was also claimed by 
the adjoining farmer as part of his 
farm. Under the law the prior claim 
ant was compelled to bring an action 
of ejectment against Mr. Barley to re- 
sist his claim that the land was vacant. 
In the trial of ths case Mr. Blodgett, 
who was attorney for the plaintiff, in 
h's argument to the jury, looking 
squarely at Mr. Barley, said, "Mr. Bar- 
ley in looking over this piece of land 
beheld that it was very good land for 
wheat and that it was very good land 
for rye, and he then thought that it 
was very good land for Barley—so he 
just grabbed the land. 


ELI FI3IICF, AND III3 DOG TEAM. 


Perhaps a few old people may re- 


member Eli Fisher, with his dog team. 
He \\as a native of Franklin county in 
this state. He was a poor, unfortunate 
victim of St. vitas dance—he had no 
control over the muscles of his face, 
neck or limbs. They were all in con- 
stant motion, and yet he did not give 
up the thought of doing something in 
order to earn a living. Wilh a clear 
head, a brave heart and strong moral 
courage he determined to go into bus- 
iness on his own account. He was in- 
dustrious, honest, kind and obliging. 
At first he commenced peddling little 
notions, traveling on foot. In a short 
time, owing to his industrious habits 
and a general sympathy for him, he 
prospered greatly. When he had earn- 
ed suificient money he procured a 
small peddling wagon, 
artistically 


made and painted, with drawers and 
tra3'S and properly secured aguinst the 
weather vuth a capacity of holding 
several hundred pounds of freight, and 
a team of four large and strong dogs 
with suitable harness. 
The wagon 


was then loaded with merchandise, 
such as diess goods, handkerchiefs, 
sliauls, towels, tablecloths, napkins, 
thread, pins, needles, and a hundred 
other small articles 
The dogs were 


then hitched to the wagon and lie 
started on his regular trip along the 
turnpike leading from Cambersbug1 to 
Bedford. He had business fore-thought 
for he had boxes of goods sent by 
freight ahead of him to Reamer's 
hotel, Bedford, and to other places. 
He usually stopped at every house 
along the road and he remained sever- 
al days at the several towns and vil- 
lages. 
He made several trips every 


year. 
Pe was very successful in sell- 


ing out all his goods on each trip. He 
al&o took orders for all kinds of dry 
jj-oods and in this way many of his cus- 
tomers bought all their merchandise 
from him. Aslie was very kind, oblig- 
ing and honest he built up a very 
large and lucrative business. 
Finally, 


after earning sufficient money he open 
ed a dry goods store in Bedford. 
Here 


he was very successful and he accumu- 
lated a considerable sum of money. 
He then married a very sensible woman 
and had one or two children. 


Many years ago he removed to Texas 


where he died a few years ago. 
Per- 


haps it would have been better for him 
to have remained in Bedford among 
his friends 


Hia store was next to the Bedford 


House. 


If ever there was a man who arose 


above almost innumerable and adverse 
circumstances Eli Fisher was the man. 
His indomitable courage and perse 
verence should be emulated by others 
in like circumstances. 


A SUBSTITUTE. 


As I have been relating so many an- 


ecdotes about other people perhaps it 
is only fair to them, and to my readers 
that 1 should take a dose of my own 
medicine and tell one on myself. 


I have never been able to keep step 


to the tap of the drum and while my 
military experience as a cadet in the 
Bedford Military academy and my ad- 
ventuies as a corn stalk soldier in the 
old militia parade should have taught 
me to do bo, yet it is a stern fact that 
they did not and yet I was always 
prompt to keep all my appointments— 
even prompt at meal time. In this, re- 
spect, I uas like a charater in Cooper s 
Indian Tales, vsuo said his belly was 
the best clock in tlte colony for it al- 
ways told him when it was meal time. 


During the late civil war I was a 


member of a temporary company of 
home guards and \\ hile we were march 
ing in single file through the streets of 
Bedford, I i%as sandwiched between 
John Mower, Esq , and the late Judge 
Alexandar King when to my great sur- 
prise I discovered that I was keeping 
admirable time with the music, I was 
so elated vuth this discovery that I 
mentioned the matter to Mr. Mower 
who was just in front of me in the 
rankb. and who was a fine musician, 
I told him that this was the first time 
in my life that I was able to keep btep 
with the music. In a quizzical way he 
asked me whether I knew the reason. 
I replied U ut I did not. 
He then 


sa'd, "lliercttson that you can keep lime 
with the music is because the music docs 
not keep time. ' Then when I found 
that I could not keep step to the music 
of the nation, I determined to put a 
man in the arim* in my place who 
could do so. Although I was then 
nearly 43 year:- of age within two 
yeats of the exemption period, I en- 
gaged a recruiting agent in Philadel- 
phia to procure me a large, strong and 
healthy substitute who could keep 
step with the music of the nation. 
On November 70. 1^04 he brought me a 
certificate, which I now have, signed 
by George Ejster, captain and provost 
marshal of the IGth district, that Will- 
iam P. Schell had put in a substitute, 
etc. 
I paid the agent the sum charged 


but I fear my substitute got very little 
of the money. lie had just served on= 
term in the army and was ready for 
another. 


Captain Eyster informed me that tin- 


der the law, I could get Bedford cred- 
ited with my substitute and thus save 
some poor married man from being 
drafted. I could have gotten 8500 from 
the Philadelphia authorities in case I 
would get them a credit for the man. 
But I preferred that Bedford should 
have the credit, although I expected 
not one cent. But for some reason, I 
never could ascertain, Bedford received 
no credit. 


A few months thereafter General 


Lee surrended his army and thus my 
substitute was deprived of the glory 
and honor of being either wounded or 
killed as a substitute for my humble

prepare these pairs and to act as 
'"whip" for bis party, the place carry- 
ing with it a salary of $10,000 aa pat- 
ronage secretary. 


The parliamentary whip is something 


more than an arranger of pairs, how- 
ever, for his chief duty lies In seeing 
that all members of his parry are pres- 
ent when there is likely to be a need 
of their vote, and for this purpose he 
sends out through his assistants no- 
tices in which the importance of the 
events to come is shown by the num- 
ber of the underscored lines used. 


A one line whip, wherein the subject 


of the debate and other Information are 
underscored but once, is not regarded 
as being particularly pressing, but a 
two line whip commands attention, and 
a three line whip means that the recip- 
ient wbo absents himself la liable to 
End himself in disfavor with his party. 
Four lines are used only in announcing 
great events, and no one who receives 
the occasional five line whip would 
think of remaining away unless ill in 
bed. 


In parliament pairing is a matter ar- 


ranged by tbe whips of the opposing 
parties and not by those viho seek to 
escape their duties. At times there are 
humorous mistakes made as each seeks 
to pair off some one who would In any 
event remain away. 
The most nota- 


ble case was one wherein a man abed 
with a broken leg was paired with, a 
member who had Just died, each whip 
gloating over his cleverness until the 
facts came to light. 


Why Hair Tnrns GraT. 


The color of hair depends on little 


granules, which can be seen if the hair 
be examined under a powerful micro- 
scope. 
Sometimes the bair may be- 


come white In a night. Brown-Sequard 
tells us that when be was forty-five 
years old his beard turned white in 
two days. 
This took place when he 


was perfectly well and without any 
especial cause. 
Sometimes, however, 


sorow or illness produces the change 
earlier In life than it would usually 
take place. As to the cause, some have 
said that the hair becomes filled with 
small air particles which make It look 
gray. Others have said that the outer 
part of the hair becomes altered so 
that it is like ground glass and you 
cannot see tbe color. But a man of 
the name of Metcbnikoff tells us that 
the real reason is because small mov- 
able bodies in the hair devour the 
grains of coloring matter and move 
them to the root of the hair. 
Some- 


times poisons in disease or some results 
of sorrow bring about an effect upon 
these small migrating bodies (cells), 
causing them to become active la the 
above fashion. That Is said to be the 
reason why the hair grows gray.—St 
Nicholas.

Considering Sonic Stnpendona Dia-

Small Solar SyHtcm. 
It is worth while making an effort to 


picture to ourselves the vast extent ol 
the starry system in which we reside, 
Having gained some faint notion ol 
the extent of the lesser solar system 
which occupies a small corner of the 
stellar system, we must work outward 
from that beginning. Let us take for 
our unit of measurement the space 
•which separates the earth from the 
sun, and let the 92,000,000 miles of this 
distance be represented in our minds 
by a single inch. In proportion the sun 
itself must be pictured by a tiny ball 
less than one hundredth part of an 
inch in diameter, while our earth must 
be a mere speck, less than one ten- 
thousandth of an inch in diameter. 
And this little suu and this minute 
earth must be just an inch asunder. 


Following out the same idea, Mer- 


cury and Venus, being closer to the 
sun than we are, have to be less than 
an Inch away from him, whV Jupiter 
•will be five inches off, Saturn will be 
ten inches off, Uranus will be over 
nineteen inches off, Neptune will be 
almost thirty inches off. Then the so- 
lar system as a whole, leaving only out 
of the question certain comets which 
travel farther, will be inclosed in a cir- 
cle less than two yards in diameter. 


The question arises next, What will 


be the proportionate size of the stellar 
system on this same scale of measure- 
ment? 
If the solar system Is to be 


comprised with a hoop not two yards 
across, how wide a space should we 
allow to tbe surrounding system of 
stars, "our universe?" 
How near will 


be the nearest of outlying stars? And 
the answer is sufficiently startling. If 
the sun is reckoned to be one Inch 
away from our earth, if Neptune is 
reckoned to be less than three feet 
away from the sun, tben, on the same 
scale, the star which lies closest of all 
outer stars in tbe whole universe to us, 
Alpha Centauri by name, must be 
reckoned as lying at a distance of 
about three and a half miles. And be- 
tween the two—-nothing; at least noth- 
ing In the shape of a star. An occa- 
sional comet may lag slowly along in 
the darkness, finding its way from one 
sun system to another, and dark bod- 
ies, cooled suns, may possibly float here 
or there unseen by us, but of stars, 
radiant with beat and light, none Is 
found in that wide area. 


Astronomical writers sometimes talk 


of stars "in the vicinity" of the sun, 
and this is what is meant by "vicini- 
ty." 
Think of the distances implied. 


Our whole solar system is first brought 
down into a small circle, two yards 
across—every inch in those yards stand- 
Ing for more than 00,000,000 miles—and 
then on every side and above and be- 
low is au encompassing void of three 
and a half miles, every inch of those 
miles again representing more than 
90,000,000 miles. 
And then we come 


upon one gleaming star. 
Only one 


quite so near. 
Another star in the 


sun's "vicinity," known as Gl Cygnl, 
would He at a distance of seven miles, 
and the brilliant Sirius would be over 
10 miles off. Others must be placed 
at distances of 20 miles, DO miles, 100 
miles. It is easy to start with a list of 
these figures. It is not easy to say 
•where one should stop. That the star- 
ry system has limits we do not doubt, 
but to define those limits is not possi- 
ble. 
On such a scale as is given above 


those limits certainly would not He 
within a distance of 100 miles nor of 
1,000 
miles. 


It is believed that some dim stars, 


barely to be detected, may Lo 10,000 
times as far away as our sun's nearest 
neighbor, Alpha Centauri, and this at 
once gives, even on our much reduced 
scale, a line from the center of 35,000 
miles. Suppose that the limits of the 
stellar system lay somewhere about 
there. Thirty-five thousand miles each 
way from the center would mean a di- 
ameter for the whole of 70,000 miles. 
Imagine a starry system 70,000 miles 
across from side to side, each Inch in 
those miles representing 92,000,000 of 
real miles, and somewhere in the midst 
of it our small solar system, just two 
yards across, separated from all other 
stars by a wide blank of three or four 
miles. 


That would be stupendous enough. 


But we have no reason whatever for 
supposing that the limits of our uni- 
verse do lie there. The true boundaries j 
of the stellar system may be twice as I 
far, 
four times as far, ten times as far. I 


We do not even know with certainty I 
that our solar- system is placed any-; 
where near Its center, though tins 
seems rather likely. Par off as the 
boundary reaches In one direction, It

It Is a (act, not so well known but 


that it may be said to be curious, ttiut 
the letters j and w are modern addi- 
tions to our alphabet. The letter J 
only came into general use during tbe! 
time of the commonwealth, say be- j 
twecu 1C49 and 1U3S. From 1C30 to | 
1640 its use is exceedingly rare, and 1 
have never yet seen a book printed 
]irior to 1G32 in which It appeared. 


In the century immediately preceding 


the seventeenth it became the fashion 
to tail tbe last i when Roman numerals 
were used, as in this example, viij for 
8 or xij In place of 12. This fashion 
still lingers, but only in physicians' 
prescriptions, I believe. Where the 
French use j it has the power of s as 
•we use it in the word "vision." What j 
nation was the first to use it as a new 
letter is an interesting but perhaps un- 
answerable query. 


In a like manner the printers and 


language makers of the latter part of 
the sixteenth century began to recog- 
nize tbe fact that there was a sound in 
spoken English which was without a 
representative in tbe shape of an al- 
phabetical sign or character, as in the 
first sound in the word "wet." 


Prior to that time it had always been 


spelled as "vet," the v having the long 
sound of u or of two u's together. In 
order to convey an idea of the new 
sound they began to spell such words 
as "wet," "weather," "web," etc., with 
two n's, and as the u of that date 
was a typical v the three words above 
looked like this: "Vvot," "weather," 
"web." 


After awhile the- typefounders recog- 


nized the fact that the double u had 
tome to stay, so they joined the two 
u's together and made the character 
now so well known as w. I have one 
book in which three forms of the w 
are given. The first is an old double 
v (vv); the next is one in which the 
last stroke of the (irst v crosses the 
first stroke of the second, and the 
third is the common w we use today.

ANAEMIA. 


Condition* In tlie niouil of Which It 


In the He.iult. 


Anaemia menus a condition in which 


th« biooJ is ucik-ienl either in quality 
or quantity. It is a question among 
physicians whether there is ever an 
actual permanent reduction in the to- 
ta! amount of the blood. Tee quanti- 
ty must vary, of course, from hour to 
hour, accordina to the amount of fluid 
that is drunk and the amount that 13 
lost by perspiration and in other ways, 
but it is probable that tlie average 
reruuiiis about tie same from day to 


day, 
except iu cases of actual starva- 


tiou laid deprivation of water. 


Anaemia, then, is maiulj* a question 


of the makeup of the blood—that is, 
of the number of its red corpuscles, or 
cells, and the relative amount of hemo- 
globin—the 
coloring 
matter—which 


these contain. The blood is a complex 
fluid, but in simple terms it may be 
said to be a salty solution, containing 
two kinds of cells—the red and the 
white corpuscles. The white ones are 
the scavengers of the body as well as 
the policemen and soldiers. They pro- 
tect the body from tho disease germs 
which threaten its existence. The red 
corpuscles, on the other hand, are the 
commissary department. They bring 
to the tissues the oxygen which they 
need and remove the gaseous waste 
products. 


If the red corpuscles and the sub- 


stance of which they are most largely 
composed, the hemoglobin, are reduced 
in amount the tissues suffer for lack 
of oxygen, aud there is a lowering of 
all the vital processes. 
The lessened 


proportion of hemoglobin accounts for 
the paleness which is the chief outward 
sign of anaemia. 


It is common to speak of two forms 


of anaemia—primary and secondary. 
Primary is the term used when the 
anaemia can be traced to no definite 
cause, bur seems to be n disease in 
itself. 
Secondary is the word used 


when the auaemia is evidently the re- 
sult of some other condition, such as 
wasting disease or poor nourishment. Ii 
is then only one of the symptoms of 
such underlying state. 


Among the chief causes of secondary 


anaemia are drains upon the system by 
frequent losses of blood or by diarrhea 
or other wasteful discharges, chronic 
poisoning by lead or mercury, by the 
essential poisons of certain diseases, 
such as rheumatism and tuberculosis, 
and by poisons formed in the body and 
not promptly removed, which is called 
"auto-intoxication," and finally the de- 
struction of the red corpuscles by a 
micro-onr.inism, as is the case In ma- 
laria.—Youth's Companion.
